Copenhagen, Jan. 30.—Christian the 
Ninth, the aged king of Denmark, is 
dead. 
The dean of the crowned heads 
of Europe, father of King George of 
Greece, of Queen Alexandra of Great 
Britain 
and 
Ireland, 
and 
of 
the 
Dowager Empress Maria Feoderovua 
of Russia, grandfather of King Haa­ 
kon the Seventh of 
Norway, and re­ 
lated by blood or by marriage to most 
of 
the European 
rulers, died 
with 
startling suddenness in the Amelien- 
borg palace during the afternoon. The 
accession 
of his 
successor, 
Prince 
Frederick, ilia eldest son, who will bo 
known as Frederick the Eighth, will 
soon he proclaimed. 
The following official bulletin was is­ 
sued in the evening: 
"His majesty died 
at 3:30 o’clock 
p. rn. 
After his majesty had brought 
the morning’s audience 
to a conclu­ 
sion he appeared to be quite well and 
proceeded to luncheon as usual, 
't o­ 
ward the end 
of the meal 
he gave 
evidence of indisposition and was com­ 
pelled to retire to bed 
at 2:30 p. in. 
His majesty passed away peacefully, 
the symptoms indicating 
heart fail­ 
ure.” 
This 
bulletin 
tells concisely 
the 
story of the death scene, which found 
everyone, even those who realized the 
increasing feebleness of the king, un 
prepared for the sudden shock. 


Half the Courts of Europe Mourn. 


The death 
of King Christian 
has 
plunged half tho courts of Europe in­ 
to mourning and brought a sense of 
personal loss 
as well as of 
sincere 
grief to everyone throughout the king­ 
dom, even to the humblest cottage. It 
has cast a pall over the palaces of the 
monarchs 
of Great Britain, 
Russia, 
Norway and Greece. 
The quick taking away of the dis­ 
tinct personality, who has for so long 
been a center of interest not only in 
his own country, but throughout the 
civilized world, almost paralyzed the 
community and unnerved the business 
world of Denmark. The men of affairs 
J are slowly recovering from the shock 
and 
beginning to 
prepare for 
the 
changed conditions. 
Every flag in the 
city is at half- 
mast ; all 
places of amusement 
are 
closed, 
and 
the people 
walk 
the 
streets as though they were passing 
through the chamber of death itself. 
When the flag flying over the palace 
was placed 
ut half-mast, the 
news 
spread from mouth to mouth. 
It was 
not believed by the great crowds that 
gradually assembled in the .square in 
- front of tho Amalienborg palace, but 
when uncertainty gave place to cer­ 
tainty many in the 
assemblage shed 
tears and all dispersed in respectful 
silence, baring their heads and salut­ 
ing the palace as they went by. 


Appeared to Be in His Usual Health. 


King Christian appeared to be in his 
usual health in the morning. 
After 
taking breakfast 
he held 
a public 
audience. 
When 
the 
function 
was 
over the king, though appearing to be 
slightly fatigued, 
attended luncheon 
with 
the 
members of 
his 
family, 
among wh om were the dowager em­ 
press of Russia and his brother, Gen­ 
eral Prince Bans. 
During 
the meal 
his majesty complained of indisposi­ 
tion and was assisted to his bedroom 
by the dowager empress and Prince 
Hans. 
A court physician was sum­ 
moned, but by the time he arrived the 
king had 
collapsed. 
The physician 
used prompt restoratives, but his ef­ 
forts were useless and King Christion 
expired in the arms of the dowager 
empress and in the presence of the 
court physician and Prince Flans. 
Just as the king breathed his last, 
Crown Prince Frederick entered the 
room and the other 
members of the 
royal family 
arrived shortly 
after­ 
ward. 
King Christian was born on April 
18, 1818. 
Nothing 
is yet definitely 
known 
concerning the arrangements for the 
funeral. 
Telegrams and cablegrams of con­ 
dolence are pouring in steadily, includ­ 
ing messages from all the sovereigns 
of Europe and from the Danish eo!o- 
aies. 
The new king of Denmark, who will 
ascend the throne in his sixty-s( cond 
year, bears 
the weight of 
his years 
lightly and is almost as popular with 
the people of Denmark 
as was his 
father. 
It 
was 
Frederick’s curious 
fate to see his younger brother and 
his own 
son become reigning 
mon- 


Resumed in the Federal Court at Chi­ 
cago. 
Chicago, Jan. 30.—The trial of tho 
immunity plea of the packers indicted 
for alleged conspiracy in restrain of 
tr.ide was resumed during tho day be­ 
fore Judge Humphrey in the federal 
court.

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HIDDEN GOLD. 


T he Hoard of 1’reeiou* Metal T hat la 
Secreted Iii India. 
It would be an immense benefit to all 
mankind if the stores of gold held by 
individuals in India could be made 
available for general use. Fixer since 
the da xvii of history that country’ has 
been gathering gold and hiding it away. 
Treasures of almost incalculable value 
are possessed by many Indian princes. 
When the m aharajah of Burdwan died 
the stock of gold and silver left by him 
was so large that no member of the 
family could make an accurate esti­ 
m ate of it. A report made to the Brit­ 
ish government by a secret agent stat­ 
ed that on the estate of the defunct po­ 
tentate were a number of treasure 
houses, one of them containing three 
rooms. 
The 
largest 
of these 
three 
rooms xvas forty-eight feet long aud 
was filled xvith ornaments of gold and 
silver, p l a t e s and cups, xvashing bow*Is, 
jugs and so I' null all of precious m et­ 
als. The other txvo rooms were full of 
bags an I boxes of gold mohiirs and 
silver rui**? s. 
'J lie door of this and 
other trea aire louses had been bricked 
up for nob xiv knows ho xx- long. 
These valuables, according to an an­ 
cient custom, were iii the custody of 
the m aharajah’s wife, the vaults being 
attached t > her apartments, but none 
of them xvas allowed to lie opened save 
iii the presence of the master. 
One 
vault xvas tided with ornaments belong­ 
ing t<» different gods of the family. The 
natives of India commonly bury their 
hoards, and among tho poorer classes 
a favorite hiding place is a hole dug 
beneath tho bed. 
Disused wells are 
sometimes employed for the same p u r­ 
pose. 
it is undoubtedly a fact that 
very many hoards thus deposited are 
lost forever. Gold is also valued on re­ 
ligious grounds. 
The gods take up 
great quantities of gold, silver and 
precious stones. The temples contain 
vast amounts of the yelloxv and white 
metals. The habit of hoarding seems 
to have been induced by ages of mis­ 
government, during which opp’vs ion 
and violence were rife. No fex dug of 
safety existing, it xvas natural Lint the 
natives should adopt the practice of re­ 
ducing their xvealth to a concentrated 
shape and hiding It.- Brooklyn Eagle.

The members of the Sixth lichi but­ 
tery of the i nitcd States artillery, earn 
sounded by ( ’upturn (I. W. Gatchell, 
who made the now memorable march 
jf l.luu miles from Fort Riley, Kau., 
to Fort Sum Houston, Tex., in fifty-live 
I i;. ,, are now lit as a labile aud show 
no effects of the long m ardi, says a 
Fort Sam Houston correspondent of the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 
In fact, the con­ 
dition of the battery was greatly ex ag ­ 
gerated in some of tin* newspaper re­ 
ports, and Captain Hatched lias replied 
to his critics. 
The men arrived at Fort 
Sam Houston In a healthy condition. 
Some of the horses were thin and 
some have work sores, but the post 
veterinarian says they are In good con­ 
dition. 
“The fact that the men were foot­ 
sore and weary and wore torn and 
muddy 
clothing 
when 
they arrived 
Joes not mean that they suffered a nj 
great physical pain on tin* long march,” 
said Captain (Iatchell. 
The loss of Private Arthur Hull was 
greatly regretted by the captain, but it 
was pointed out that Private H u ll s 
malaria was probably contracted be­ 
fore the march, and had Ills condition 
been known he would not have been 
permitted to leave I’ort Riley. 
Otherwise it was a “great hike,” as 
one of the men expressed it. 
The idea 
was to have the battery move just as 
it might move in wartime. 
The propo­ 
sition was, “ Send the Sixth battery at 
Fort Riley to join tile forces at Fort 
Sam Houston.” 
It was assumed that 
under w a r conditions the battery could 
not use the railways, which had possi­ 
bly been destroyed, and that it was 
highly im portant for it to reach Fort 
Sam Houston in the shortest possible 
time. 
In reality the march was a prac­ 
tice march, intended to give tho men 
praet ieal experience. 


I ii 
thi s 
march the battery passed 
through central anti southern Kansas, 
crossed Oklahoma and a p a rt of Indian 
Territory and t r a v e l e d in Texas from 
the northern boundary to San Antonio, 
In the southern p art of the state. When 
it entered 
the portals of Fort Sam 
Houston amid the cheers of the local 
garrison it had broken the record for 
the world’s long distance m arch of a r ­ 
tillery. It is by far the longest practice 
march ever made by artillery in time 
if peace, and im forced march in time 
of war, with the exception of Napo­ 
leon’s retreat from Moscow, compares 
with it in distance. 
The route to be followed In the long 
march was not laid out before leaving 
I ’ort Riley. 
It was marked out in a 
general way upon a field map, but the 
details were left to the discretion of 
Captain (iatchell. 
Through parts of 
Oklahoma 
and 
Indian Territory the 
route followed was located some dis­ 
tance a w a y from any railroad. 
Several severe spells of weather were 
encountered. 
The worst was when a 
blizzard 
wept down upon the battery 
(>’»«* monidig just after they left Aus­ 
tin, Tex., ami i continued during near­ 
ly all of the remainder of the march to 
San Antonio, a distace < f about ninety 
miles.

Tho battery lost one m an by sickness 
hiring the m ardi. Private Arthur Hall 
"its attacked with malaria aud died in 
lh»‘ ii >s;>,tal at Austin. 
The route of the march was for the 
most j a n through a remote section of 
Hie west aud southwest, where the 
l.'nited States troops are rarely seen. 
There was one bright aud memorable 
feature of the trip, and that was the 
splendid reeeptlous which were ten­ 
dered the battery along the route by 
the rural and town citizens from the 
time el leaving Fort Riley until Fort 
Sam Houston was reached. 
At every 
town, large or small, the officers and 
men of the battery were the recipients 
of bountiful feasts and royal recep­ 
tions. 
Captain (Iatchell relates many .amus­ 
ing and interesting incidents of the 
trip. 
The farmers along the route 
seemed to be especially proud of tile 
soldiers. 
It was not unusual for the 
battery to be halted at a farmhouse 
upon invitation of tile fa n n e r and his 
good wife, who spread a feast of pies 
and sweet milk for the men and otfi- 
eers. At almost every farmhouse flags 
were waved as the flattery passed by, 
and Old Glory was spread to the breeze 
on every schoolhouse. 
At several places tile school children 
were lined along the sides of the road 
and sang patriotic songs as the battery 
passed. 
Captain (Iatchell relates an 
incident of one enthusiastic farm er in 
Texas who welcomed the battery with 
a salute from his shotgun. 
He fired 
tli(> double barrels at the same time as 
each section of the battery passed him, 
and lie cheered the men until they wen* 
out of hearing. 
Many ex Confederates joined in these 
enthusiastic welcomes to the soldiers. 
At Iuieatur, Tex., General Sellars, a 
distinguished Gonf»‘derate commander, 
Insisted on the men and officers of the 
battery becoming his guests at a tu r­ 
key dinner. 
The Invitation had to bo 
declined, as a stopover for the feast 
could not be made. 
Tin* battery encountered severe rains 
and 
floods iii 
Indian Territory’ 
and 
north Texas. 
They had a hard time 
fording some of the streams owing to 
their swollen condition.

The 
remarkable march Is looked upon in 
military Circles as a great triumph, but 
it is believed that it proved too sevc.e 
a tax up.hi Ila* endurance of Fie men 
and Ii m o i to Is ar repetition.

stall from Fort Riley was at the first 
beginning of cold weather In that re 
gion, and it ended just as winter was 
retting In in southwest Texas.

generally conceded that it would have 
been impossible for the long march to 
be made in either midwinter or mid 
t uimner. 
L uring the march the appearance of 
the command wits at some places tin 
siibjt ct of adverse criticism on Hie part 
o f newspapers 
tills despite Hie fact 
that all the men and h orses of the b a t­ 
tery came through the ordeal of a long 
march with but the loss of one man 
end one horse. 
These clippings, which In some in­ 
sta n c e s alleged suffering by men and 
horses, had been forwarded by the w a r 
departm ent to General Jesse M. Lee, 
comm anding th** military departm ent 
of Texas, and by him to be referred to 
Captain George W. Hatched, com m and­ 
ing tin* battery. 
These newspaper sto­ 
ries about the suffering of Hie men and 
h orses are thought to have arisen from 
first impressions gained on seeing the 
battery as it marched as it would In 
times of w ar through tile country.

service march. 
The results of the march, as regards the 
objects to be attained, are extrem ely sa t­ 
isfactory. W e forded treacherous streams, 
experienced all sorts of weather, 
were 
subjected to almost every climatic condi­ 
tion ttie country affords and arrived here 
(Fort Sam Houston) with the loss of one 
man and one horse. 
The death of the 
soldier was regrettable, but we feel that It 
was just a coincidence; that he might 
have died under different conditions. The 
horse w e lost w as an old one and pretty 
well used up to begin with. 
An am bu­ 
lante w as abandoned at the ford of a 
river, but it ulso had about outlived its 
usefulness. 
With these exceptions we re­ 
turned as we left. 
The march has been 
of great benefit to the officers and the 
men, as they have experienced service re­ 
sembling that afforded by war times. 
One of the rank and file was seen. 
Ile said: 
It w as a great hike. Of course, we are 
glad that it has ended, but there is not a 
man in the battery scarcely who regrets 
having taken It.

imported from abroad at the cost of 
about $150 per mile, delivered tit Syd­ 
ney. 
The rabbit plague is increasing 
from year to year, which is best shown 
by the fact that such an enormous 
amount its $5,OOO,(XX), or nearly IO lier 
cent of the annual revenue of the coun­ 
try, is to be spent for this purpose.
